OSTON, March 10.—The 

Boston Automobile Show 
was honored yesterday by the 
visit of the New England 
Ford Dealers’ Caravan, arriv- 
ing in the city from Detroit.

Buying still continued heavy 
throughout the day. with every in- 
dication of being sustained for the 
remainder of the week. The at- 
tendance was far above the average 
and a new high record was estab- 
lished for the third day.

An interesting feature devel- 
oped after an investigation of the 
Show yesterday. It was discover- 
ed that this is the first time in 
the history of the Boston show 
that neither an electric nor a 
steam propelled vehicle has been 
represented by an exhibit. Every 
passenger car in Mechanics 
Building is of the gas type. 

Dealer luncheons and dinners 
were the order of the day in the 
various hotels. These events are 
annually awaited by the thousands 
of dealers in all parts of New Eng- 
land who flock to this show. Among 
the luncheons held yesterday noon 
were those of the Nash, Willys- 
Overland, Auburn, Chrysler, Oak- 
land and Chandler. Last night din- 
ners were given for the salesmen 
of the Packard, Oldsmobile, and 
Flint. 

Tonight was governor’s night and 
the show was visited by Gov. Alvan 
T. Fuller of Massachusetts. He 
spent the greater part of the eve- 
ning here. 

Gov. Fuller is one of the charter 
members of the Boston Automeg- 
bile Dealers’ Association and was 
for years an active member of the 
organization.

N a recent interview with a representative of the Automo- | 
tive Daily News, L. C. Rockhill, sales manager of the!

“Tire prices are not directly) 
dependent on spot market prices of crude rubber,” said Mr. | 
Rockhill. 
“The rubber now going into tires was purchased three 
months ago, and, consequently, spot quotations have little or | 
no effect on the finished tire price. It should be remembered | 
that tire prices have always followed that of crude, and, even 
when crude reached its peak of $1.20 a pound, tire prices 
were based around 80 cents as the highest average.” 

It is well for dealers to remember this fundamental fact 
in tire marketing, when some impatient customer rushes in 
expecting to see yesterday’s drop in the crude rubber merket | 
reflected in the price of tires he is buying today.

motor vehicle owners in Connec- 
ticut were required to furnish proof 
responsibility, in ac- 
cordance with the new state law 
on this subject. The law requires 
that afier any motorist has com- 
mitted an act endangering the life 


an insurance certificate, a bond, a 
estate lien, or collateral as 
proof of his financial responsibility 
to satisfy any claim for possible 
future damages of at least $10,000 
for injury or death of any person 
damage of at least $1,000 
to property. 

Certificates of insurance were 
with the state motor vehicle 
department. Thirty-eight failed to 
respond to the requirements of the 
law and are now on the registration 
suspended list.

Canada Adopts 
Drastic Title 
Law Measures 


Montreal, March 10.—Onus of 
proof of the ownership of an auto- 
mobile is to fall upon the man who 
claims to own it, under penalty of 
forfeiture and sale for the benefit 
of the Quebec government, This is 
one of the startling clauses con- 
tained in a bill brought down ia the 
Quebec Assembly by Jacob Nical, 
provincial treasurer. The bill in 
question is called the motor vehiclé 
ownership rights,act.”’ 

One of the provisions of the act 
thus sprung on the House pro- 
vides that every officer of the Au- 
tobile Bureau, which means some 
$1,000 or $1,200 per year man, may 
enter without permission any 
garage where one or more cars 
are, and examine such car or cars. 
The entry must be at a reasonable 
hour. 

The measure provides that, in 
addition to registration of every 
motor vehicle under the motor 
vehicle act, those who acquire 
cars, in future must within sixty 
days of the coming into force of 
he act register the right of owner 
ship by form or memorial at the 
bureau of Quebec. 

The law is in ‘fart as follows 
“Any one acquiring a new motor 
vehicle after the coming into force 
of this act, who neglects or refuse 
to apply for registration in accoré 
ance with this act, shall be guilt 
of a violation thereof, and if found 
guilty he shall be condemned in 
addition to the payment of a fine 
or’not more than $25 and in de- 
fault of payment of such fine and 
costs, and of his complying with 
the provisions of this act within 
five days after his condemnation 
he shall be liable to an additional 
fine of $5 per day until he shall 
have paid the said fine and costs 
and have complied with the pro- 
visions of this act. 

“Every officer of the bureau in- 
trusted by the minister with the 
carrying out of this act and of the 
regulations made thereunder or 
the carrying out a part of the said 
act or of the said regulations may 
enter without permission at any 
reasonable hour of the day any 
place liable to contain one or more 
motor vehicles. 

“Seize without a warrant, and 
the bureau may detail any motor 
vehicle held in the province whose 
serial number, engine number or 
any other means of identification 
given it by the manufacturer, has 
been, wholly or partly, removed, 
displaced, replaced, covered, ef- 
faced, obliterated, or has otherwise
